With its membership in attend­ 
ance IOO p"r cent, the Gettysburg 
Rotary club met in the Y. W. C. A. 
Monday evening to hear an address 
delivered by Col. C. Seymour Bul­ 
lock. of Indiana. 
Colonel Bullock, whose speech was 
warmly received by the Rotarians, 
spoke at length on a recent state­ 
ment made by Aubrey W. Williams, 
national youth administrator. 
The statem ent accredited to Mr. 
Williams in an address to a teach­ 
ers' state convention in West Vir­ 
ginia. was quoted by Mr. Bullock as 
follows: 
“Professional 
and 
intellectual 
honesty demand that you tell your 
pupils dud 70 per cent of our peo­ 
ple must live below’ the standard of 
decency; that nearly half the na­ 
tional wealth is concentrated in the 
| hands of less than two per cent of 
the population; that m illions now’ 
unemployed will never find jobs 
again; that their chances of gain­ 
ing economic freedom are stacked 
four to one against them .” 
“Tins,” said Colonel Bullock, “was 
unfitir. 
The youth of America are 
entitled to the truth, and the teach­ 
ers of youth should not be so de­ 
ceived. 
"The facts are; That this wealth 
is w idely distributed as shown by the 
following: 
Forty-four million sav­ 
ing- deposits totaling $24 billions: 
IO million depositors in building and 
loan associations with assets of near­ 
ly $8 billions; 33.5 million ordinary 
life insurance policies iii force, call­ 
ing for ultimate payments of about 
$91 billions; 88 million ‘industrial’ 
policies, calling for payment of more 
than $10 billions; total assets of life 
insurance companies in excess of $20 
billions. 
In fliest* areas alone the 
mass population has claim to $141 
billions, or probably half of the en ­ 
tire national wealth. 
“Add together $24 billions of sav- 
| ings deposits: $50 billions of owned 
: non-farm 
homes; 
$27 
billions of 
owned farm; 33 5 millions of ordi- 
; nary life insurance policies In the 
face amount of almost $91 billions, 
j and the total is $191 billions, or more 
1 than 
two-thirds of 
the 
national 
wealth owned and controlled 
by 
some 40 million different individuals 
who, with their families, constitute 
about IOO million people or nearly 80 
per cent of the population. 
“Three out of every four families 
own automobiles: GO per cent have 
telephones: half have radius, and 
two-thirds have electricity. 
“These figures disprove Mr. 
flams’ statem ent.” M. Bullock 
in conclusion.

It 
appears in one of his books on Psychology. As a boy I read this over and 
over again and I think it impressed me—and influenced me more—than 
anything of that period. 
Every day of our lives we are called upon to exercise our reliance upon 
self and it is largely because of the habits we have formed that we are 
judged as a character and by which we stand or fall. 
People are about the same in native desires and wants, as they begin 
to unfold in this big and mysterious world. Some of us are favored by 
circumstance of birth or environment, and .some of us are not—but if 
there is but one faint spark of self-reliance alive in a human being, then 
there is hope for much in proportion to the will and the desire to rise 
and to be somebody. 
If obligations and responsibilities are carelessly assumed, however, 
with no provision for honestly meeting them, but with the thought that 
they can be shifted to others, it becomes but a matter of time before those 
thus doing find themselves in deep trouble. 
Nearly every day, instances of great courage and patience, under dif­ 
ficulties. come to me. In such cases I know that Self-reliance has proved 
tHe essential quality that has helped to weather every storm—as it al­ 
ways will!

I envy the old-time customs that have perished mostly, with the loss 
of leisure and joy of companionship, at eating places that once meant 
more than just a place to eat.

True a few of just such places now exist, but they have such a touch of 
modernity to them—and the commercial instinct all too often taints them 
as to kill their intended appeal. 
I have a few favorite places in the city where I live, and tucked 
away in my memory are a few in Charleston, South Carolina, New Or­ 
leans, San Francisco, and Los Angeles. And when I go to San Antonio my 
friend always takes me to a delightful Mexican or Spanish place that 
leaves a glow in the region of my heart and a train of happy memories. 
I can think of nothing more glorious to look forward to than a visit 
to the old inns of England, and this remains one of my dreams. Eating 
has always meant more than mere hunger satisfaction to the English 
people. 
The old taverns that were spotted along the stage routes of the 
olden, golden days meant joy to those who tarried for a warm meal after 
long journeys. 
And those were real innkeepers who took pride in their 
food. A few of them still exist, but their choice memories are upon their 
w alls and imbued in the wood of their structures, like the tones of a rare 
violin. 
Eating was meant for more than to keep the body well and alert. It 
was meant to give us nourishment for the mind as well, and to give a little 
splendor to spiritual values,
